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Domestic Copper Surge Continues; Export Sales Strong 
Tin Markets Still Soar / March Zine Shipments Improve 


COPPER SALES HEAVY AT 29c TIN PRICES HIGHEST SINCE 1356 
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Last month’s surge in domestic copper sales is continu- 
ing, with flat price reports passing last week. Custom 
smelters are now selling average price only—an indica- 
tion that a price rise may be forthcoming. General feel- 
ing, however, is against moving the smelter price up to 
30c. With business picking up after such a long lull, there 
is fear that a higher price could scare consumers back 
out of the market. Further, producers have indicated 
that they will stay at 29c for the time being. If the pres- 
ent improvement in sales turns out to be short range, 
rather than true recovery, smelters at 30c would find 
themselves out in the rain. 

Export business is also strong, with the Japanese be- 
ing a major factor. Reports here were the best since 
early January. London rose £4% from last week’s clos- 
ing, reaching £230%, with forwards £1 higher. 

Merchants report a fair amount of domestic consumer 
business around 29.8c—with some activity as high as 
30%c. Their export sales are running heavy near the 
293gc level. The scrap market also has tightened, with 
the smelter buying price for No. 2 up %c. Heavy entry 
by the Japanese through the next three months should 
hold present prices or force them even higher.

LEAD SALES SLIP; PRICE FIRM 


Following the light early month buying pattern which 
has prevailed recently, sales were down to 6,066 tons. 
Forthcoming world wide output cuts have given added 
strength to the llc price. London is firm at £67. 

Shipments of automotive replacement batteries in 
February were 2,330,800 units, compared with 2,760,700 
in January and 1,641,000 in February 1960, Dun & Brad- 
street reported. 

Last week’s sales figure is revised upward to 13,410 
tons, owing to an amended report received too late for 
publication.

ZINC SALES DOWN FROM LAST WEEK 


Sales slipped badly from last week’s banner total, and 
were the poorest since January. Prime Western con- 
tinues to fare the best, with Special High Grade lagging. 
One observer commented that with 1961 model auto 
production virtually complete, no appreciable gain can 
be foreseen before work starts on the 1962 cars late this 
summer. 

American Zinc Institute figures for March showed a 
shipment pickup of 8,500 tons (See p 3). Stocks, how- 
ever, continued to rise, reaching their highest point since 
September 1958. 

Large additional reports received after press time, 
made last week’s sales the best since January 1960.

ALUMINUM SHEET, PLATE SHIPMENTS SLIP IN FEBRUARY 


Shipments of aluminum s}’eet and plate and aluminum 
foil declined in February, Sowing mainly to the shorte 
month, The Aluminum Assn. reported. Sheet and plate 
fell 4,454 tons to 53,137, While foil, at 9,418 tons, was 
off 185 tons. However, the first two months of 1961 outdo 
the previous year and are the highest since 1956. 

The stockholder suit to; prevent the merger of U.S 
Foil with Reynolds Metal’ was dismissed in Delaware 
Supreme Court. Stock reclassification and completion 
of the merger are expected‘shortly. 

There are indications tht business is starting to pick- 
up, but so far this has onjy been in certain areas. It is 
doubted that April will sée any appreciable increase in 
per cent of operating capacity (March estimate about 
73%).

Swedish Aluminum Producer 
Opens New Foil Plant 


Svenenska Metallverken, Sweden’s 
largest non-ferrous metal producer, has 
transfered its aluminum foil production 
to its new, and larger 1,100 tpy mill at 
Skultuna, This mill alone will supply 
two-thirds of the total Swedish alumi- 
num consumption. 

The new Skultuna works, represent- 
ing an investment of $2.2-million, has a 
capacity of 1,500 tpy, with provision for 
future expansion. It is the sole facility 
in Sweden for the manufacture of 
aluminum foil, and sells about 90% of 
its output to the packaging industry. 


GSA Offer Tin Slags, 
Aluminum Extrusion Plant 


The General Services Administration 
announced that it is accepting sealed 
bids for the purchase of approximately 
18,700 long tons of surplus tin slags. The 
GSA is also receiving proposals for the 
surplus Government-owned aluminum 
extrusion plant at Adrian, Mich. 

The slags, which contain valuable 
columbium and tantalum, were pro- 
duced in Malaya as a by-product of tin 
smelting and have been held in the gov- 
ernment’s supplemental stockpile of 
defense materials. Approximately 4,174 
tons are at Niagara Falls; 14,732 tons at 
Welland, Ontario. 


The materials are to be sold on an “as 
is, where is” basis, and bids must cover 
the total tonnage in storage at either or 
both depots. Bids will be opened May 17. 

In rejecting pending bids for the 
Adrian property on March 27, GSA 
indicated that under conditions of the 
reoffering, the purchaser would be re- 
quired to use the plant and equipment 
in the present location for manufactur- 
ing purposes for a reasonable period of 
time, beginning as soon as possible. 


The plant includes 73 acres of land, 8 
industrial buildings having approxi- 
mately 820,000 sq ft of floor area, 14 
extrusion presses ranging from 1,650 
tons to 5,500 tons, four forging presses 
ranging in capacity from 660 tons to 
16,300 tons and related production 
equipment. Bidding will close at 5 p.m., 
April 24. 


Cerro To Build New 
Tunnel At Casapalca 

Cerro Corp. has announced plans to 
undertake an $8.4-million tunnel proj- 
ect at its Casapalca Mine in Peru. Com- 
pany president, Robert P. Koenig, esti- 
mated that the work which will begin 
this year wil] take about five years to 
complete. 

The new project, to be named the 
Graton Tunnel, will permit Cerro to 
mine extensive silver, lead and zinc ore 
bodies not now worked because of un- 
derground flooding. 

Consisting of two parallel seven-mile 
bores 30 to 60 ft apart and some 8 ft in 
diameter, the Graton Tunnel will allow 
mining at Casapalca to continue to a 
depth 2,400 ft below the present limit. 


Olin Subsidiary Will Cease 
To Operate As Separate Firm 
Olin Mathieson Chemical Corp. has 
announced that Almetco, Inc., will cease 
to function as a separate company. Its 
aluminum extrusion facilities at Nes- 
quehoning, Pa., will continue to be op- 
erated by Olin’s metals division, but the 
Almetco name will be dropped. 
Almetco’s aluminum extrusion prod- 
ucts are mainly used in the architec- 
tural, transportation and highway sup- 
ply fields. The company was formed in 
1958 as a jointly owned subsidiary of 
Olin and Textron, Inc. In December 
1959, Olin acquired full ownership by 
purchasing the half interest held by 
Textron.

Shipments of primary magnesium in- 
got increased 19% in February, reach- 
ing 4,875 tons, according to data released 
by The Magnesium Assn. At the same 
time, wrought product shipments fell 
from 829 tons in January to 679 tons. 

Production of primary metal at 3,265 
tons in February was close to the previ- 
ous month’s 3,255. Primary ingot pro- 
duction for the first two months of 1961 
equaled that of last year, while ship- 
ments of primary ingot in the same 
period are up 20%.

Union Miniere Copper, Zinc 
Production Gains in 1960 


Meeting in Brussels, the board of 
directors of Union Miniere du Haut- 
Katanga reported that the company’s 
copper production had increased 20,301 
metric tons and its zinc production 74,- 
000 metric tons during 1960. The purpose 
of the meeting was to announce a 1960 
dividend of $30 per share. 

In explaining that disturbances in the 
Congo during the past year did not 
seriously interfere with operations, the 
officials advised that copper production 
reached 300,704 metric tons and zinc 
192,000. Cobalt, the firm’s other major 
product, fell slightly from 8,431 tons to 
8,240. 

The company attributed copper pro- 
duction increases mainly to the opening 
of the first section of a new automated 
plant at Luilu, which has a capacity of 
50,000 tpy. The increased output oc- 
curred despite a voluntary cutback 
during the last quarter to support de- 
clining world prices. 

Founded in 1906, Union Miniere du 
Haut-Katanga produces approximately 
8% of the world’s copper and more than 
60% of the world’s cobalt, Besides zinc, 
the company also mines germanium, 
silver and cadmium. 


Reynolds Executive Sees Big 
Gains In Aluminum Packaging 
A $20-million increase in domestic 
sales of aluminum packaging during 
1961 was predicted by Paul Murphy, 
vice president of Reynolds Aluminum 
Sales Co., at the opening of the Ameri- 
can Management Assn.’s 30th National 

Packaging Exposition in Chicago. 
“Projects that some people passed 
off as dreams a few years ago, especially 
in the area of cans and other rigid 
aluminum packaging forms, have 
reached commercial realization,” Mur- 
phy said. “The result has been to sub- 
stantially broaden our product base 
and give us entry into the type of large

Anaconda To Reopen 
Butte Copper Mine 


Butte (McGraw-Hill World News) 
The Anaconda Co. has announced plans 
to reopen the Leonard Mine in Butte by 
late this year or early 1962. The copper 
mine has been shut down since June, 
1958 

E. I. Renouard, vice president of the 
company, said that several months will 
be needed to prepare the mine for pro- 
duction and that reopening will be on a 
gradual basis. The decision to reopen 
Leonard means that it will be in opera- 
tion at least two years sooner than had 
been planned under the company’s 
deep-level mining program. This is the 
multi-million dollar, five-year project 
which Anaconda has undertaken in 
Butte to mine highgrade ore from deeper 
levels. The project will assure stope 
mining far into the future in Butte 

An estimated 300 miners will be re- 
quired to operate Leonard when the 
planned production goal of 1,000 tons of 
ore daily is attained. 
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But Stocks Continue To Mount 
Despite Announced Output Cuts 

March shipments of slab zinc increased 
9,469 tons but stil] trailed production by 
about 8,000 tons, American Zinc Institute 
data revealed. Consequently, stocks rose 
to 222 889 tons, the highest since Septem - 
ber, 1958 

All grades except Regular High 
showed shipment gains, with Prime 
Western setting the pace. The 7,000-ton 
improvement here is due to the end- 
of-month pickup in galvanizing demand. 
Increased automobile production was re- 
sponsible for the 3,500 ton jump in 
Special High Grade. Improved domestic 
demand accounted for 6,000 tons of the 
gain 

Despite announced output cutbacks by 
some of the major producers, March saw 
a further gain of 8,000 tons. The monthly 
total of 78,007 tons is the highest since 
last May. The increase in daily average 
production is slight, however from 
2,507 t > 2,516 tons 

Prime Western accounted for the 
greatest increase in output (4,645 tons), 
but showed a decrease in end-of-month 
stocks from 116,441 to 113,269. Special 
High Grade offset this by climbing 11,000 
tons to 95,386 tons

Craigmont Secures $17.3-million 
To Open Merritt Copper Mine 

Vancouver (McGraw-Hill World 
News): Craigmont Mines Ltd. has made 
arrangements to secure an additional 
$17.3-million to put its copper mining 
property near Merritt, B.C., into pro- 
duction. 

The company reports that Canadian 
and New York banks will advance $9- 
million, and that a further $3-million 
will be supplied by Noranda Mines Ltd.

E. P. Chapman, Jr., consulting mining 
engineer, said work at the property is 
on schedule, and it is expected that 
Craigmont will join the ranks of major 
copper producers this summer with an 
initial daily production of 4,000 tons.

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WASHINGTON REPORT 





A NEW, PRIVATE TRADE STUDY urges the U.S. to 
eliminate gradually the quotas on lead and zinc imports 
and also to end the tariff on copper. 

The recommendations are made by the Committee 
For Economic Development (CED), a group of more 
than 50 leading industrialists and educators, in a new 
report on Latin America. 

CED’s Research and Policy Committee recommended 
the metals action as one of nine “immediate and im- 
portant steps” for promoting Latin American economic 
and social progress. 

The report urged a low tariff or no-tariff policy for 
the U.S. and the entire North Atlantic Community. “It 
is self-defeating for us to impose barriers to the flow 
of imports from low-cost Latin American industries,” 


CED said. 

The policy statement by the business group is being 
distributed in Spanish and Portuguese and is expected 
to be given wide circulation in Latin America, in addi- 
tion to the U.S. 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY is expected to make his first 
major decision on U.S. trade policy soon. 

The decision will not be in the metals-minerals field 
— the question is on textile import — but Kennedy’s 
action may set the pace for his Administration’s position 
on most trade controversies. 

Secretary of Commerce, Luther H. Hodges heads a 
cabinet-level committee studying the textile problem. 
The Hodges committee hopes to report to the President 
by late this month, with some recommendations on 
whether textile imports should be restricted. 

If Kennedy decides to apply controls on textiles, the 
action probably will be viewed as a major concession 


to complaints from various segments of U.S. industry 
against foreign competition. A rejection of textile re- 
strictions by Kennedy will be taken as a decision to 
continue liberal trade policies and could be an indi- 
cation of future action on other commodities, including 
metals and mineral imports. 

Administration sources close to the textile situation 
report that the high-echelon debate is delicately bal- 
anced at the moment, that there are no firm indications 
that President Kennedy will decide for or against com- 
modity controls. 


THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT'S Office of Minerals 


Exploration received 15 applications for minerals explo- 
ration assistance during the last half of 1960, a new 
report to Congress shows. 

The Office entered into nine contracts with mine 
operators during the period and issued certifications of 
discovery on three projects. 

OME said in its semi-annual report that the net re- 
coverable value of ore reserves discovered on projects 
covered by OME-administered contracts was nearing 
$1-billion, estimated at December 31 market prices. A 
higher figure is anticipated as the six contracts remain- 
ing in force are completed. 

The Government report is available on request from 
OME, Department of Interior, Washington 25, D.C 

‘A guide to world mining and petroleum laws, the first 
of its kind published in a single volume, is being made 
available under the auspices of the Interior Department. 

The book presents highlights of mining and mineral 
land tenure laws of more than 100 countries. The refer- 
ence work is entitled “Summary Of Mining And Petro- 
leum Laws Of The World” and is available for $1 from 
the Superintendent of Documents, Washington 25, D.C 





WATCH THESE TRENDS 





ANTIMONY METAL extraction from ore may be in- 
creased 20% through a new Soviet process, Tass reports. 
At a new installation in Kirghizia, the metal is extracted 
from oxidized ores, a step “heretofore not achieved any- 
where in the world.” The ore is first fired in a fluidized 
bed at more than 1,000°C. The antimony compounds in 
the ore are sublimated and converted to lower oxides 
from which pure antimony “can easily be obtained.” 


AN IRON-CHROMIUM-ALUMINUM RESISTANCE 
ALLOY has been developed for use, primarily, in small 
appliances and other devices requiring low-cost, low- 
growth heating elements capable of giving reliable long- 
life service at operating temperatures up to 2,050°F. 
Designated “Alloy 750” by its producer, Hoskins Mfg. 
Co., the new material is said to possess greater ductility, 
uniformity and mechanical stability at high tempera- 
tures than other similarly composed alloys. It is also 
claimed to have greater resistance to temperature in- 
creases—thereby requiring fewer cold ohms and fewer 
feet of Alloy 750 wire to produce the hot ohms necessary 
to obtain a given temperature. 


A TECHNIQUE FOR APPLYING PAINT TO ALUMI- 


NUM, which retains most of the metal’s reflective luster, 
has been developed for interior trim applications by 
Reynolds Metals Co. The new line of trim, known as 
Reflective Colorweld, is economical enough for use as 
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wall paneling and trim around fixtures. Appliances and 
auto interiors are other potential markets. On bright 
sheet it has a mirror-like quality superior to color ano- 
dizing, while on other surfaces it is as bright. Another 
advantage is that it may be formed with less danger of 
damaging the finish than when using anodized aluminum 


TITANIUM ANODE HOOKS which may be used as perma- 


nent fixtures in nickel plating have been developed by 
Imperial Chemical Indusiries of Great Britain. In the 
past, anode hooks have been scrapped after one usage, 
resulting in a loss of 15c per hook. The new titanium 
anode hooks, however, are completely impervious to at- 
tack by nickel plating solutions and ICI estimates a life 
expectancy of about six years. 


ASBESTOS REINFORCED PLASTICS, due to their ex- 


tremely high strength-to-weight ratio, have a large 
potential market in areas previously restricted to the 
strong, light metals. Chrysotile fiber, an extremely 
strong form of asbestos being researched by American 
Smelting and Refining Co., may develop a strength as 
high as 800,000 psi, while its diameter is approximately 
1/15,000th of that of a human hair. Its surface area is 
10 to 15 times as great as silk or cotton. When combined 
with plastics, it may be used in such high-strength, 
high-temperature products as space rocket nose cones, 
rocket exhaust nozzles and jet turbine blades.

(Continued from p 3) 
volume markets toward which the en- 
tire aluminum industry is now concen- 
trating its efforts.” 

Aluminum cans will account for about 
half the increase, he said, with consump- 
tion passing 30,000 tons. 

“The aluminum can’s biggest break- 
through so far was accomplished last 
year in the Florida frozen juice concen- 
trate industry,” he said. “The growth 
situation for 1961 looks even brighter. 
The juice concentrate industry should 
complete its conversion to aluminum, 
and we expect initial penetration in the 
tuna packing industry before yearend. 
Aluminum beer and aerosol cans also 
should register gains.” 

Murphy also predicted a 10% pickup 
in aluminum foil. “Foil carton sales look 
especially promising with the success 
of our Cold Pack, which keeps beer cold 
for several hours without refrigeration,” 
he added. e
